AMENDMENTS TO THE BYE-LAWS REGULATING 
ERECTION OR RE-ERECTION OF BUILDINGS IN SHIL¬ 
LONG CANTONMENT 

S.R,0. No. 8-35/2/81/C.—WHEREAS the draft of bye¬ 
laws further to amend the bye-laws regulating the erection 
or Tf-ercctiou of buildings in ShiUong Cantonment was pubfii 
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shed with Cantonment Board's Notice No. 8-35/2/80/C 
dated the 13th October, 1987 as required by section 186 of 
the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objec- 
tioas and suggestions till the 11th November, 1987; 

And whereas no objection or suggestion was received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board upto the said 
date; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly ap- 
proved and confirmed the said amendment bye-laws, the 
Cantonment Board hereby makes the following bye-laws, 
namely :— 

In the bye-laws regulating the erection or re-erection of 
buUdlngs in Shillong Cantonment,— 

(i) bye-law I shall be renumbered as bye-law lA and 
before bye-law lA, as so renumbered, the follow¬ 
ing bye-law shall be inserted, namely 
“f.

(li't in bye-law lA, In clause (2) for the words “one 
anna the words’’ rupees two shall be substituted; 

(i") in bye-law 2, for the words “one eighth of an inch 
to the foot", the words, one eighth centimetre to a 
metre" shall be substituted; 

(iv) in bye-law 2. in clause (c) for the words “twenty 
feet", the words “six metre" shall be substituted; 

(v) in bye-law 3, for the words “one eighth of an Inch 
to the foot’’, the words “one eighth centimetre to a 
metre" shall be substituted; 

(vi) ’n bye-law 3-A, in clause (1) for the figures and 
word “H feet", the figure and word “0.45 metre” 
shall bo substituted; 

(vii) in bye-law 3-A, in clause (2), for the figure and 
word “9 feet" the figure and word “3 metres” shall 
be substituted and the following shall be inserted 
thereaifter, namely:— 

“and the total height of all buildings shall not be 
more than 11 metres from road level"; 

/viii) In bye-law 3-A, In clause (3), the words “or rein- 
torced cement concrete slab" shall be added to the 
words at the end; 

(ij) in bye-law 3-A for clause (8), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(8) Nq building shall be erected or re-erected within 
three metre from the extreme edge of the road 
including road side berms of any motorablo road 
towards the holding other than main roads. The 
distance to be kept from the edge of the lane, 
bye- lane or footpath shall be one metre. No build¬ 


ing shall be erected or re-erected wittdn 5 metres 
from the extreme edge of the road including road 
side berms of the main roads towards the holding. 
The definition of main roads for this puiyOBe shall, 
be Lukier Road upto the boundary end of the Can¬ 
tonment land and National Highway No. 40 falling 
within the Cantonment Area. The distance to bo 
kept vacant as specified above in respect of lanes, 
bye-lanes, paths, motorable Roads and main roads 
equally applies to the basement floors as well. Build¬ 
ing includes any part of the building such as 
plinth,boundary wall, steps, platform, pavement, 
projections, etc."; 

(x) in bye-law 3-A. in clause (9) for the figure and 
word” 8 feet", the figures and word “2,5 metres" 
shall be substituted; 

(xi) in bye-law 3-A, in clause tl3), for the figure and 
word “8 feet” the figures and word “2.5 metres" 
shall be substituted. 

(xii) in bye-law 3-A, in clausa (151, the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(15) No building shall have more than 2 storeys 
above the ground floor and the number of base¬ 
ment floor to be allowed shall bo restricted to one 
only in addition to the ground flooi; and 2 storeys”; 

(.xiii) note appended to bye-laws 3-A after clause (16) 
shall be omitted; 

(xiv) in byo-law 3-A, after clause (16) the following 
clauses shall be inserted, namely 

"(17) The minimum cubic capacity of every room 
intended for human habitation shall be 16.5 cubic 
metres. 

(18) Floor space Index (ESI) applicable in respect 
of all buildings shall be 0.5. The total floor area 
of the buildings in relation to the holding of the 
land shall, therefore, not exceed half the total gre^ 
of the site. The floor area of the building includes 
basement floor if any"; 

(xv) bye-laws 4, 5 and 6 shall be omitted.
